Consolidation Vote 
Called For Hamlin, 
McCaulley Schools 


Hamlin and McCaulley 
Independent School District 
voters are being asked to vote 
on the consolidation of the 
two districts. Two separate 
elections will be held, one in 
the McCaulley district and 
one in the Hamlin district. 
The issue must pass in both 
districts to become effective. 
The 
election 
in 
both 
districts will be held Satur­ 
day, Jan. 15, according to the 
election orders issued by the 
County Judges of both Jones 
and Fisher Counties. 
Ab­ 
sentee voting in both districts 
will begin Monday, Dec. 27, 
and 
continue 
through 
Tuesday, Jan. ll. 
Only 
legally 
qualified 
voters residing in the two 


districts may vote in the 
elections. 
The elections were called 
after 20 or more legally 
qualified voters in each of the 
districts signed petitions 
requesting the election. 
McCaulley voters in the 
past have turned down two 
similar proposals to con­ 
solidate their district with 
Hamlin. They rejected the 
consolidation in 1965 and 1G87 
and also voted down a con­ 
solidation with Roby in 1967. 
The election in Hamlin will 
be held at high school 
building and the election at 
McCaulley will be at the 
school. The polls will open at 
7 a m. and close at 7 p.m. in 
both elections. 


City Council Votes 
Sewer Fee Increase 


The City Council adopted 
two ordinances at their 
meeting here Monday night 
relating to the new waste 
water treatment plant ex­ 
pected to be in operation this 
spring. Both ordinances are 
required by state and federal 
regulations with one setting 
rates and the other regulating 
the discharge of industrial 
wastes.

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Consumers Get More 
Credit Protection 


Shrimp, Turkey M ake Great Gumbo 


May 14 will be a turning 
point in credit policy history, 
Mrs. Necy Wilburn, County 
Extension Agent says. 
“The holder-in-due-course 
doctrine will no longer 
automatically require credit 
users to continue payments 
when they were defrauded by 
the seller,” she explained. 


“Leaning toward helping 
the consumers, this new 
Federal Trade Commission 
ruling keeps lenders and 
finance companies holding a 
contract from respossessing 
merchandise or demanding 
payments when the consumer 
cannot get the seller to stand 
behind his product,” she 
explained. 
Under certain conditions 
consumers can stop pay­ 
ments and get back money 
already paid on installment 
contracts when their com­ 
plaint is stalled by the seller, 
the agent continued. 


To be protected by the new 
ruling: 


-—Your claim must be 
valid, 
and 
you 
must 
document with evidence that 
you have been defrauded or 
deceived. 
—Your credit contract 
must have been arranged or 
recommended by the seller 
involved, or he may have sold 
it to another creditor. If you 
finance the purchase on your 
own, 
you 
may 
not 
be 
protected. 
“Credit card purchases are 
not covered by this rule. But 
similar protection is provided 


under the Fair Credit Billing 
Act. 
“Traditionally, legal acts 
governing credit contracts 
have been strongly oriented 
toward 
protecting 
the 
creditor to promote free 
enterprise. This new ruling 
indicates increased aware­ 
ness of the role of the con­ 
sumer in the free enterprise 
system.” she said.

SHRIMP AND TURKEY GUMBO 


2 cans 
ounces each) shrimp 
Turkey wing and “drumstick” or equivalent 
1 /3 cup cooking oil or fresh bacon drippings 
I box (IO ounces) frozen sliced okra 
1-1/2 cups chopped onion 
3 garlic cloves, sliced 
I can (8 ounces) tomato sauce 
I bay leaf 
1/2 teaspoon crushed thyme 
1/2 teaspoon cayenne pepper 
I teaspoon salt 


Chill shrimp in the cans. Wash all traces of dressing 
from turkey. Heat oil in a heavy soup kettle;fry okra, 
onion, garlic together over high heat, stirring con­ 
stantly, until okra loses its viscous quality. Add 5 cups 
water; stir w ell. Add turkey, tomato sauce, seasonings. 
Bring mixture to a boil; turn heat to simmer. Cover and 
cook, stirring frequently, I Vfe hours or until turkey falls 
easily from the bone. Remove meat; break into bite- 
size pieces; discard all bone, skin, gristle. Return 
turkey to gumbo; add shrimp and all shrimp liquid. 
Heat. Spoon gumbo around mounds of fluffy rice. 6 
main-course servings.

More entertaining means 
more m inor casu alties 
through this festive season. 
Most spots and stains are 
easily removed if you really 
know how to handle them 
properly. Bash process de­ 
scried should be tested on 
the extra fabric of an inside 
seam, or a comer of the 
fabric involved, before at­ 
tacking the actual stain. 
In a”kit of first aid clean­ 
ing agents and tools be sure 
to include an eyedropper 
(to measure one drop of 
liquid at a time), an art 
gum eraser, magnifying 
glass, white vinegar, and a 
soapless sham poo (not 
meant for hair). Spots are 
best removed from the 
wrong side of the fabric, 
with a paper towel placed 
beneath them. Move the 
towel around so the soil 
comes off on a clean part. 
Pat dry, do not iron. Re­ 
member soap will do more 
harm than good, it often 


“sets” the stain. When a 
chemical has been used, 
hold spot over a glass of 
cold water, and pat the 
fabric into the water gently. 
Coft ce: For table linens, 
hold stained fabric taut 
over a deep basin. (Tie into 
place.) Put basin into emp­ 
ty bathtub and from as 
high as possible, pour boil­ 
ing water directly onto spot 
until it is removed. Pour 
slowly and carefully! 
Cocoa and chocolate: As 
soon as possible sponge with 
cold water. A paste of Borax 
and water can be applied to 
table linens. 
Chelving gum: Rub with 
ice cube until hard. Scrape 
as much as possible away. 
If fabric is linen or cotton 
texture, put adhesive tape 
over spot and press down 
hard. Pull adhesive up 
quickly while someone else 
holds the fabric tight. 
Candle droppings: Scrape 
excess wax away. White 


wax spots can be put be­ 
tween 2 layers of blotting 
paper and pressed with a 
warm iron. If spot persists, 
dilute a little wood alcohol 
with water and apply. 
Ice cream: Sponge with 
warm water and let dry. 
Sponge with carbon tetra­ 
chloride. 
Lipstick: Sponge with 
carbon tetrachloride. 
Blood: Fresh blood stains 
respond well to a mixture 
of 2 tablespoons of salt and 
I tablespoon water. If fab­ 
ric is washable soak in cold 
water. For white fabric that 
is not washable use hydro­ 
gen peroxide. 
Ink: A solution of table 
salt and water will remove 
most fresh ink spots. 
Shoe polish and heel 
marks: Dampen a clean, 
soft cloth with a reliable 
cleaning fluid, kerosene or 
turpentine and rub gently 
on reverse side of fabric.

Tender loving care 
for thriving poinsettas 


Do you know the origin of the lovely plant we have come 
to identify with Christmas? These colorful plants were 
first introduced to America in 1825, by Joel Poinsett, then 
serving as our Ambassador to Mexico, who brought some 
16 plants back to his South Carolina greenhouse. He gave 
them to friends and botanists with greenhouses who nur­ 
tured them carefully. 
Poinsettias moved out of doors in the early 1900’s when 
a Swiss horticulturist, Albert Ecke, started to raise them 
in California for local holiday selling. Now we have come 
to enjoy poinsettias, not only at the Christmas holiday, 
but all the year round as well. The most popular is the 
vivid red, but there are white, pink and marbled flowers 
as handsome and radiant. 
Poinsettias need specific care if they are to flourish, but 
that care is not really complicated. They are happiest kept 
at room temperature, near a window, in full daylight, but 
out of drafts. Water when the top soil feels dry to your 
touch, keeping the soil moist but not wet. 
If you decide to move your poinsettia outdoors for the 
summer, it will need cutting back to help it retain its shape. 
To encourage a shorter, fuller plant cut it back between 
the middle of July and the beginning of August, and repot 
in a pot one or two sizes larger than the original, and 
bring indoors again about Labor Day. 
Poinsettias are photo-period sensitive plants that flower 
in response to the length of the day. Ten hours of day­ 
light and fourteen hours of darkness will start flowers on 
their way, but the least glimmer of light during the dark 
hours will abort any flowering. 
From about October I to mid-December, the plant should 
be in complete darkness from sunset to sunup. It can be 
put into a closet, in a room that remains dark through 
those hours, or under a table that is skirted to the floor. 
If you have a large enough carton available up-end it over 
the poinsettia to keep light out. Unless the plant is kept 
in the dark it will not flower. 
The colorful bracts that develop from this period will 
be ample reward for your tender loving care, and will add 
much excitement to your holiday decor.
